THE INDEMNITY QUESTION. 
pte 
_ Itis eminently satisfactory to learn from 
our, special telegram, dated Bedin, s7th inst. 
and published in out ‘Tuesday's issue, 
that “according to statements in the English 
press, America proposes to refer the ques- 
tion of whether the Chinese war indemiily- 
be paid in gold or silver lo arbitration by 
the Hague Court of Arbitration. It is also 
asserted that Germany has agreed to this 
course with the stipulation that only-the 
interpretation of the Peking Convention be 
arbitrited upgii.’+ Article VI of the Pek- 
ing Peace Protocol, referring to payment 
of the indemnity, sets forth that “by 
an Imperial Edict ‘dated z2nd May, 
igor, the Emperor of ‘China agrees to pay 
the Powers an indemnity .of four ‘hundred 
and fifty millions of Haikwan ‘Taels.” “Lhe 
same Article of the Protocol (Clause A)’ 
states that “ these Tls. 150,909,000 constitute 
a gold debt calculated’ af the rate of the 
Hukiwan tael to the gold currency of each 
country.” ‘Then the rate of exchange is 
fixed, the Brilish rate being 35,.to the tael ; 
German marks 3.055 per tael; Japanese 
yen 1.407, per tael, and se on. The ProtocoL 
doves pot state whether the Chinese shall pay 
over the money in gold or silver; but inas- 
nitch as it” clearly provides that “ the 
service, of the ‘debt shall take place in 
Shanghai,” and the rate of exchange between: 
silver taels and gold currency having been 
duly fixed, it seems reasonable to infer 
that the Chinese Government would construe 
the clause as giving them the liberty of 
paying over each instalment in silver. . It 
is, of Course, unlortunate for certain parties 


* | to thé agreement that silver has greatly de- 


preciated since.the drawing of the Protocol, 
‘but for that the short-sightedness of ‘some 
of the negotiaturs is alone responsible, for 
if they wished to, be paid’ in gold or in the

J that point should have been so clearly 


set out in the ‘Treaty as -to preclude 
any argument on the subject for all time, 
We take it that it is not the intention of 
our Government to exact the payment of 
the indemnity in a manner liable to crip- 
ple China’s ability to pay for British mer- 
chandise entering the Empire, It is as 
much the duty of a paternal Govertiment 
to preserve intact the purchasing powers | 
gf a nation as it is in the interest of the | 
British trader to find ready markets for his 
wares. What we desire is that China shall 
abide strictly by. the terms, of the Protocol 
and thereby, fuler alia, give prompt and 
full effect th the clause providing for the 
much-needed proper conservancy of the ap- 
proaches to Shanghai from the sea, ‘The 
Chinese, encouraged by some of the Lesser 
Powers, arestill obstructing the work which the 
Conservancy Hoard, as a whole, should have 
commenced some time ago. Let there be 
insistence on the part of the Board, backed,
